And to diſmiſs and wave the 
reſt, there are three Opinions; which 
almoſt all that write on this Subjcct, 
cl:jefly inſi(lt upon. | 
I. Firſt; Some aſcribe the Ori- 
we of Fountains, to the Tranſmu- 
tation of the Elements; Aw'and Va- 
pours, ſay they, getting into:the-Ca- 
verns and hollow Recefles of the 
Earth, are by the Coldnel(s of the 
Rocks and Stones condenſed and tur-- 
ned into Waters, as we ſee in Vauls 
and Cellers; the Stone Walls will 
ſtand with - Drops, eſpecially when 
| the Air is thick and moiſt. This O- 
| pinion glories in no leſs Author, 
than him who was the great Secre- 
tary of Nature, Ariſtotle. 

- This, I confeſs, may do ſomething, 
produce ſome little Rills and fainter 
Springs; but the ObjeCtion againſt it 
ſeems rationally ſtrong,and unanſ{wera- 
blez asto more noble Fountains,which 
flow ubere vera,from the vaſt quantities 
of Waters they ſend forth, which we 

| C 4 can- 
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cannot conceive, how this means a- 
lone can poſhbly ſupply and fur- 
niſh. 

2. Others ſuppoſe them to ariſe from 
the falling of Rain, and diſſolution 
of Snow, ſoaking into the Bowels of 
the Earth, and when it ſinks into the 
hollow Caverns of it, glides through 
them, till it finds ſome vent, and 
makes a Spring at its Eruption, or | 
place of breaking forth. And tho 
there may be ſome colour for this in 
ſome Times and Places, as near the 
Alps, yet this is beſet with greater 
D:fliculties than the former : from | 
the exceeding depth of many ſubter- 
raneous Waters, and the Times and 
Places,where the Rains and Snows.,are | 
none, or few and ſmall, and yet at- | 
ford both plenteous and conſtant 
Fountains. 

3. Therefore the third and beſt 
Opinion, and which is beſet with 
eaſieſt Objections, 1s, T hat Fountains 
ariſe from the Sea,and from vaſt Stores 
and Treaſuries of Water, made by 
God, and reſerved under ground, - 
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vaſt capacious Ciſterns :and Cellars, 
for this end and uſe. 

And. this Opinion. fairly claims 
and pleads both - the patronage of- 
Scripture, and the ſuffrage ot Rea- 
ſon. | 

Firſt ,; of Scripture, ; which: often 
mentions the great Abyſs, the Deep, 
the Depths, ( the ſame with Plato's 
Barathron) as the Womb and-Mother - 
of Springs. Gen. 7. 11. The Fountains 
of the. great Deep were broken up, to 
make the Flood. And again; chap. 
8::2, The Fountains of the Deep 
were ſtopped, And Job 38. 16; they 
are-call'd the Springs of the Sea, Pal. 


"33s 7+ He lajeth up the Depth in Store- 


houſes, to be thus broachd and iſſued - 
forth. Eccle(. 1.7.” All the Rivers run.” 
into the Sea, aud yet the Sea is not full : 
unto the place from- whence the. KKivers. - 
come,-thither they return again..

come from the Sea through the Bow-.

it, through the Chanels in.the Surface | 
ef it. Fountains are;the Mouths by.

And with the Seripture-Teſtimony 
concur Plato and' Sexece, and other 
Naturaliſts. And the Sum. of. this 
Opinion is, That there are vaſt pro- 
digions Quantities of Water reſerved 
under ground, in huge Caverns: and: 
hollow Receptacles : and that the Sea 
hath alſo-in the ſides and bottom of 
1t, either looſe fpungy Earth, which 
the Waters eaſily penetrate, and ſoak 
through : Or elſe large Oſtia, wide 
Clefts and gaping Orifices, and. Whirl- 
pits 3 by which it empties out, and dif- 
burdens it ſelf of its ſuperfluous Wa- 
ters: without which Evacuations, 
and diſcharging of it ſelf of that vaſt 
maſs of Waters, which flow continu- 
ally into it by ſo many Rivers, it muſt 
neceſfrity and unavoidably * over- 
flow the Earth, which is moſt 'obvi- 
ouſly manifeſt in the Caſpian Sea, 
which hath no viſible Interconrſe 
with, or outlet into the main Ovean, 
and yet the Waters which run 1n66 it 
from the mght V olga in one Year, 
| wecre 
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were ſufficient to drown that part of 
the World, ſhould it not have fecret 
conveyances and ways of Evacuati- 
ons to prevent its over-flowing. 
Some have ingeniouſly compar'd 
this Terraqueows Globe,to a great Ani- 
mal : the vaſt Abyſs 1s as the Heart 
or Liver ( or the Blood-bowl in the - 
ruſtick Phraſe) ; theſe Waters are the 
Blood ; the hollow Caverns under - 
Ground, and the Chanels of the Ri-- 
vers 19 the Surface, are as the Arte- 
ries and Veins, by which this Blood. 
circulates, and where its Afertures, and 
places 'of breaking-forth are, there 
are the Springs and Fountams, which 
rc{cmble the Orifices upon the prick- 
ing or vpeniog of a Vein. by Phlebo- 
tomy. be: 
And whereas the Sea is falt, and 
many Fountains freih; this account is 
given, That God at firft made all the - 
Waters ſweet and: freſh, and thoſe 
vaſt ſtores treaſured vp 1m the Bowels 
of the Earth retain-thoſe their primi- 
tive Qualities 3 tho in great Wiſdom, 
he after made the Sea falr, to pre- 
VEnt: 
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vent.its Putrefaction by Stagnation 
and to make it fitter for the Nouriſh- 
ment of living Creatures in it, and 
more commodious for Navigation, 
the ſtrength of the ſalt Water bearing 
thoſe Veſlels of Burden, which were 
it freſh, would ſink to the bottom 
with their own weight: an Egg will 
{wim in ſtrong Brine. - 

And for the Sea-Water, which 
paſſes out, as aforeſaid, the fixed Salt 
is ſtrained off by Percollation : and 
the volatil Salt, partly by Evaporati- 
on by the ſubterraneous Fires, and 
partly by mixing with the (weert Wa- 
ters 1n the bowels of the Earth, as al- 
fo of thoſe made of tranſmuted Air 
and Vapours 3 and farther by. Ac- 
ceſſion of * Rain which ſoaks in, 
and diſſolved Snows which mingle 
with it, it becomes lympid, ſweet, 
and wholfome. 

And by paſling through different 
Soils or Minerals, as Gold, Silver, An- 
timony, Copper, Lead, Tin, and I- 
ron, Vitrio), Nitre, Sulphur, Allom, 
and God only knows. how many 


more, 
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more, it is impregnated by them, 
imbibes their Properties and Vertues; 
befides what uſeful Qualities God 
may in his kind Providence infuſe 
into them and communicate 1mmedi- 
ately, to render them uſeful and be- 
neficial to Mankind : of which no 
account can be given, but the good- 
nels of him, who doth. what eyer he 
pleaſeth in Heaven, in Earth, and al 
deep places, and worketh all things 
according to his own good Pleaſure.

8. 'Tis very likely- that the Foun-

der the Names of Jupiter, Apollo, Fu 
no, Diana, &c. by the Romans; andy. : 
of Baal, and Afſtaroth, &c. by the 
Eaſtern Nations :. ſo the Earth: for 
Its Fruitfulneſs, by the Name of Cere:ff. 
and Teſws ; And the Waters almoſt 
as much as any part of the World, 
The Sea for its vaſtnefs by the Name 
of Neptune, and the Rivers and Foun-

Secondly 5 The making of the 
Fountains 1s a proof of his Wiſdom: :

I. In his contriving and building 
the whole Syſtem of. univerſal Na- 
ture fo admirably, ſo commodioully, 
every piece thereof agreeing ſo cx- 
cellently with all the others, that they 
are mutually fubſervient. This har- 
monious Fabrick, this exact Compo- - 
fition of the whole, is a Work of that 
deep, that infinite and adorable Wil- 
dom : that it is an unanſwerable Ar- 
gument for an intelligent Providence.

flaences more propitious, that the 
whole may be fruitful, and a com-

Yet with the like 
advantzge might: we argue from the 
Sea and Fountains 3 the ſpreading

The Earth is full of the 
Goodneſs of the Lord, he proves it, 
werſ, 7. becauſe he lazeth up the Depth 
in Store-houſes, thereby to feed the 
Fountains. When Moſes, ſpeaking 
of the promisd Land, ſaith to the 
Iſraclites, The Lord thy God bringeth 
thee into a good Land. The Charafter 
he gives of that Goodneſs, is, that 
'twas a Land of Brooks of Water, of 
Fountains and Depths, that ſpring out 
of the Valleys and Hills. 

And God is ſaid fo oper: his good 
Treaſure, the Treaſures of his Good- 
neſs, Deut. 28. 12. When he gives 
Rain from above, and ſo when he 
gives Fountains from beneath. 


Water 
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Water is a great Mercy. in the 
commona uſe of it, the World could 
not continue or fubliſt without it 3 
and unſpeakably ſweet and kind is 
that Clemency of- God 'that makes 
and pives it. It is impoſhble to 
reckon up how .many Benefits it 
yields us, or to declare how great 
that Godneſs is by which we do im- - 
joy it 3 'tis a Work fitter for our Ad- 
mtration, then our Reckoning; for 
Rhetorick than Arithmetick. And 
Spring-water is the belt of Waters, 
the Life, the Spirits, the Quinteſſence, 
of that'benefictal Element, the moſt 
pure, pleaſant, wholfome. laſting, and. 
every way molt excellent. and valu- 
able. We 

And becauſe ungrateful, we are - 
more prone to make a right Judg-- 
ment of the worth of our. Mercies, . 
by their Wants, than their Injoy- 
ments, conſider how. deplorable and. 
ſad the want of Water is, and we - 
ſhall' foon know how good 'it 1s to | 
have itz and thence learn to acknow- 
ledg how good- he is. that gives it..

But if common Waters be ſo great a 
Bleſling, then extraordinary Springs 
are no common Mercies. And God 
Is to be confetled very good for ma- 
king ſuch mollifying Baths, God's 
own Beikeſdahs and Siloam pools ;

fome good Angel, and not only 
vilited at rare and ſc]dom Scafons. 
Purging-Springs, abſtirging Wells, 
opening Obſtructions, ſwectning the 
Blooa, thinning tough viſcous Hu- 
mours, preventing ſume,and grapling 
with and coriquering other molt ob- 
ſtinate and chronical Diſtempers, 
which were opprobria Medicorrm, ba- 
fled the beſt experienced, the eldeſt, 
the firſt-born Sons of Apol/o and Aſcu- 
lipizs : which Leviathan-like, eſteem'd 
the choiceſt Recipes, the keeneſt 


Shafts of Galen or Hippocrates, Para- 


celſus or Vanhelmont; but as Straw or 
rotten Wood. Such are theſe Wells, 
God hath inrich'd this barren Coun- 
try with, which we come hither. to 
make uſe of, and to wait upon his 
Providence in the uſing of them. 
How 
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Haw exuberantly doth God's Good- 
neſs flow in theſe?

But as in the Al- 
phabet, ſome are Vowels, ſound fing- 
iy, and give a ſound to others : {0 
in the Book of Nature, ſome of 
God's Works are Vowels, very vo- 
cal ; ſuch as the Heaven, the Earth, 
the Sea and the Fountains 3 worſhip 
him, love and admire him in the 
leaſt : for God is Magnus in minimis, 
great 1n the leaſt that he hath made :

O 
thou that madeſt theſe Wells, and 
haſt opened the flinty Rocks, ſo that 
Streams have 1ſlued out, open our 
ſtony Hearts, that (ſweeteſt Streams 
of Love, of Praiſe and Adoration, 


| may flow from thence, and never be 


dried up! 

4. If he muſt be worſhipd that 
made the Fountains in the Fields and 
Deſarts, how much more he that 
made thoſe in the Garden, in the Pa- 


* radiſe of God, I mean his Church. 


We call that ſacred Veſlel, where the 
Covenant of Chriſtianity was ſeal'd 
*ewixt God and us, the Fort. He 
makes the other as the God of Na- 
ture 3 but the Fountain of our Bap- 
tiſm 1s ſignally made by him, as the 
God of Grace. 'Twas he that ſent 
St. John Baptiſt to baptize with Wa- 
ter, John 1. 33. 

And his bleſſed Son, the holy Feſar, 
after he was riſen from the Dead, and 
entred- into his ſtate of Exaltation, 


E 2 gave 
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gave Commiſtion and Command to 
. his Diſciples to baptize all Nations in 
the Name of the Father, Son, and Holy- 
Ghost. 

Our Baptiſm is a moſt ſolemn Pri- 
 mitive Act of Worſhip, and Primi- 
tive Aqts are ingaging Ads. 'Tis as 
the boaring of our Ear at the door- 
-poſt of God's Houſe, to ſhew that 
'we mult ſerve him for ever. We 
there receive the mark of the Lamb 
.of God on our Fore-heads, and on 
our Right-bands 3 'tis the very Badg 
and Cognizance of the Worſhippers 
of the true God,through Jeſus Chriſt, 
Þy the Holy Ghoſt, in all whoſe 


Names we receive it, and to whoſe 


Service we are conſecrated by it : we 
-thereby oblige our ſelves to his Wor- 
ſhip both in the largeſt and ſtrifeſt 
Notions, to his entire Service 1n 
univerſal unreſerved Obedience, and 
all inward and external Acts of Ado- 
ration, both in Soul and Body. And 
by how much the Privileges of Bap- 
tiſm are more and greater, and the 
Obligations of it ſtronger and _ 
indi- 
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indiſpenſable z ſo much more zea- : 
louſly ſhould we worſhip him that 
made it for us, and hath admitted us - 
unto 1t. 

Few Apgravations inhance and 
heighten the guilt and pfovocation 
of our Sins ſo much, as that they are 
the Sins of baptized ones: this dycs 
them of a deeper Purple than thoſe 
of Tyre and Sidor, Sodom and Go- 
morrah, 

Theſe mineral Waters may, by ma- - 
ny things put to them, loſe both 
their . Taſte and Virtue, 1n the Chy- 
miſt Phraſe be precipitated, that tho 
they are drunk, they neither heal 
nor help. Every deliberate and wil- 
ful Sin deſecrates the Waters, which 
were conſecrated ' to the myſtical 
waſhing away of Sin : © Precipitates 
baptiſmal Waters, that their Virtue 
ſubſides and ſinks, to the bottom of 
the Font, that tho they ſtill may 
wet, they will not waſh; though 
they may be ſprinkled, they will not 
cleanſe, 
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How unpardonable an Afﬀront 
would it be to this honourable Com- 
pany, if any ſhould be ſo impudent- 
ly rude or wicked, as to pollute or 
poiſon theſe Wells we come to drink 
of ? What is it then to abuſe that 


were ſanctified, and to do deſpite to 
that Spirit of Grace which over-ſha- 
dows theſe ſacred Waters ? 

An involuntary innocent ſtaining 
of the Font, hath branded an impe- 
rial Name in all ſucceeding-Ages, 2d 
Coproninus. The caſting of a dead 
Dog into a Well, which was the on- 
ly ſupply for the Garriſon which kept 
it, loſt one of the ſtrongeſt and moſt 
impregnable Forts, Stetgyard, Our 
voluntary ſinning after and againſt 
our Baptiſm, poiſons the very Font, 
caſts a dead Dog into the Well of 

* Grace, nay, is an aCtual ſurrender in- 
to his Hands whom we have renoun- 
ced, and ſhould ſtand in defiance of 
for ever. | 

I befeech you, I adjure you there- 
fore, worſhip that God which _-

5. If we muſt worſhip him, love, 
ſerve, adore him that made the Foun- 
tains, and made the Font ; how much 
more him that made the Source and 
Spring of that very Fountain, that 
Fountain opened for Sin and for On- 
cleanneſs, Tech. 13. 1. the Blood, the 
Spirit of Chriſt ? | 

When Longinus, as Tradition 
names him, with that accurſed Spear 
pierced the Side and Heart of our 

E 4 moſt 
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moſt bleſſed Lord, yet hanging on 
that more accurſed Tree, forthwith 
there came out Blood and Water ; 
Jobn 19. 34. The Church hath al- 
ways reckon theſe the vital Springs 
of the Health-giving Sacraments, 
Chriſt calls himfelf the Iving Water, 
John 4. and he calls the Spirit by the 
ſame Name, Johr 7. 38, 39. He that 
believes in me, out of his Belly ſhall flow 
Rivers of living Water ;, this ſpake he 
of the Spirit. 

And 'tis agreeable to his Father's 
Language, Pal. 44. 3. 1 will pour Wa- 
ter upon him that is thirſty, and Floods 
upon the dry Ground, 1 will pour my 
Spirit upon thy Seed, Ia. 44. 3. 

If the love of God in giving his 
Son be (ct forth ſo emphatically with 
an £5795, God ſo loved the World that 
he gave his only begotten Son, (o freely, 
lo fully, ſo inconceivably, as no 
Tongue can exprefſs,* as no Heart can 
conceive 3 with what Fervours of 
Love and Thankfulneſs ſhould we re- 
ceive it and return it ?

And tho I am very far from im- 
poſing Laws, or preſcribing Rules to 
this Honourable Aſſembly 3 yet give 
me leave with that modeſt freedom - 
which becomes my Office, to remind 
you of ſomewhat at leaſt very un- 
ſcemly, and which I charitably hope, 
proceeds folely or chiefly from 
want of Conſideration. 

You exadtly underſtand all the 
Punailio's of Honour, all the Mea- 
ſures of what is Decent, Juſt and Fit. 
Let me therefore appeal to you what 
Reſpet, what Deference is due to 
God, who is, and calls himſelf a 
Great King.

For altho Centrition, Sx 
cramcnts, Prieſts, Alms-deeds, do 
wath away Sins, which are the Stains 
of the Heart :+ AN thefe are but In: 
{truments and Diſpoſitions, He that 
is the Author of this waſhing, is God 
alone. TI, even [ am be that blottei 
out thy Tranſgreſſions, for mine own 
ſake, (ſaith God by 1/azah, Chap. 43 
25. And therefore the Phariſees mur 
muring againſt Chriſt, ſaid, Who ca 
forgive Sins but God only 8 Luke 7 
.49. And they were not miftaken fn 
aſcribing unto God only, the ſupreas 
Ra Pawer 
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Power of forgiving Sins: But in that 
that they believ'd not Chriſt to be be 
God, and ſo blaſphem'd, and ſpake 
Truth in the ſame breath. 

Neither doth God only, like Wa- 
ter, waſh away Spots, but will alſo 
be called by the Name of Water 3 
John 7. 38. He that believeth on me, as 
the Scripture hath ſaid, out of his Belly 


ſhall flow Rivers of living Water. But this 
ſpake he of the Spirit which they that be- 


lieve on hims ſhould receive : for the Holy 
Ghoſt was not yet given, becauſe Feſns 
was not yet glorified. Therefore the 
holy Spirit, which is very God, is 
living Water. And of this Water 
ſpeaks Ezekzel, Chap. 36. 25. 1 wil 


ſprinkle clean Water upon you, and ye 


ſhall be clean from all your Filthineſs, 
and from your Idols will I cleanſe you. 
And becauſe this celeſtial and uncrea- 
ted Water far excels the Virtues of 
this terreſtrial and created Water, we 
will take notice of three Differences 
betwixt the waſhing of created and 
uncreated Water. 


Firſt ; 
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Firſt; That which is created, waſh- þ 


eth the Bodies Spots, but not all, for 
many it cannot get out, unleſs it be 
help'd by Soap and other Inſtru- 
ments: but uncreated Water waſheth 
out throughly all kind of Spots: for 
in the fore-cited place 'tis ſaid, Toy 
ſhall be clean from all your Filthineſs. 
Secondly ; Created Water rarely 


waſheth Spots ſo clean away, as to 
leave no Marks or Shadows of them::þ 


But uncreated Water waſheth ſo,that 
what is waſhed with it, 1s-whiter and 
fairer then it was. before it was defi- 
led. T1bhoy ſhalt waſh me, ſaith David, 
and TI ſhall be whiter than Suow, And 
the Lord himſelf faith by I/aiah, Chap. 
I. 18. Tho your Sins be as Scarlet, they 
ſhall be as white as Snow : tho they be 
red like Crimſon, they ſhall be as Wooll, 
Laſtly ; Created Water waſheth 
away natural Spots, which reſilt 
not him that waſheth them : But un- 
created Water waſheth away volun- 
tary Spots, which cannot be rinſed 
off, unleſs the Soul be willing, and 
ſpontaneouſly conſent to him that 
rinſeth 
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inſeth it. But ſo great and admira- 
ble 1s the Virtue of this Water, 
hat it ſweetly penetrates hearts of 
Stone, and is reſiſted by no hard 

eart, becauſe it makes it not to re- 
iſt, as St. Auguſtiz rightly obſerves, 
ib. de Prad.

Not without cauſe did the Son of

Raiment, or Wiſdom, or Charity, or 
the Kingdom of Heaven, or eternal 
Life, but he ſaid, will give his good 
O9p7rit ; becauſe in that all things are

And that he is 
the very Fountain of being, may be 
gathered from the Words of God to 
Moſes, Exod. 3. 1am that I am: be 
that is hath ſert me to _ yon. The Apo- 
file ſeems to comprehend all theſe 
together when he faith, iz him we 
live, and move, and have our Being ;; 
for in him we are, as 1n the Fountain 
of being, in him we live as in the 
Fountain of Life, in him we move 
as in the Fountain of Wiſdom : for 
more moveable is Wiſdom than all 
things moveable, and. by its Purity 
reacheth every where, as 1s: ſaid in 
the Book of Wiſdom, Chap. 7. 

A Fountain of Water hath with 
us this proper to it ſelf, that from it the 
Rivers ariſe; and if the- Fountains 
ceaſe to feed them, they preſently 
dry up 3 but the Fountain depends 
not on the Streams, for it receives 
Not its Waters from them, but _ 
tNEM 
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them in it ſelf, and communicate 
them to them. This is the true Sym- 
bol and Reſemblance of the Divi- 
nity, for God is the trueft Fountain 
of being 3 ſeeing he receives being 
from no other thing, and all receive 
from him: God. receives from nothing, 
to be, becauſe it 1s the Eſſence of God 
to be, and Eſſence it felf is his Ex1- 
ſence, that 1t can neither be, nor be 
conceived 1n our Thoughts, that God 
ſhould not have always exiſted, or 
not always to exiſt 3- other things 
may bea while, anda while after ceaſe 
to be, becauſe to be,does not neceſlarily 
belong to their Eſſence: as for exam- 
ple ; it is of the Eſſence of a Man 
tobe a reaſonable Creature; and there- 
fore he cannot be a Man, and not be 
a reaſonable Creature; and if Exi« 
ſtence were of the Eflence of a Man, 
it were impoſitble he ſhould not al- 
ways exiſt; but becauſe it is not of 
his Eſfence to exiſt, therefore he may 
be, or ceaſe to be. God is therefore 
the Fountain of being, becauſe a&u- 
al -Exiſtence is included in his very 
F 3 Eſſence : 
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Eſſence and this dothoſe words fignify, 
T am that I amthat is,l am Being, ut (elf, 
and receive it not from others, but 
have it in my ſelf; to me alone it be- 
longs, that my very Eſlence is to be. 
And hence it is that. Eternity and 
Immortality are peculiarly proper un- 
to Gad, as ſaith the Apoltle, To the 
King eternal, immortal, the only wiſe 
God, 1 Tim. 1. 17. Who only hath 
Immortality 5 1 Tim. 6, 16. 

But all things fo receive their Be- 
ing from God, that unleſs they always 
depend on him, .and be preſerved by 
his Concourſe, they forthwith would 
ceaſe to.be. Hence the ſame A 
ſaith, wpholding all things by the Word 
of his Power 3 becauſe, unleſs God 
{bould 1uſtain the Creatures, .'they 
could not ſublift. = 

Therefore, O my Sou], .adore.and 
wonder at the infinite Goodneſs - of 
thy Maker, who ſo lovingly bears up 
and preſerveth all things, tho he need 
them notz and do..not leſs admire 
and imitate the Patience of .the fame 

thy . Creator, who is ſo kind to the 
| un- 
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unthankful and the evil, »that ke 
ſuſtains ther» that blaſpheme him, 
and upholds them that deſerve to be 
reducd- to-nothing 3 neither let” it 
ſeem grievous unto thee, that thou 
art ſometime required to bear: with 
the Infirmities of thy Brethren, and - 
to do good to them that hate thee. 

Neither is this the only Preheni- 
nence of him that is the Fountain of 
Being, that he receives his Being from / 
no other Fountain, and communi- 
cates to all other things their Being. 
For with us the Waters of the Foun- 
tains, and the Waters of the Rivers, 
are of the ſame kind : and altho the 
Waters of the Fountains receive not 
their Waters from other Fountains, . 
yet have they ſome other cauſes of 
their Being, to wit, the Vapours; 
and they again have other cauſes, till 
we arrive at the firſt Cauſe, which is 
Ges. * 

But O my Soul, God that is thy 
Creator, 1s not of the ſame kind with 
created things, but ſtands at an infi- 
nite diſtance of Dignity and Noble- 

F 4 neſs, 
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neſs, and Excellency from them 3 and 
truly and properly is the Fountain of 
Being, becauſe he not only receiveth' 
not his Being from any other Foun- 
tain, or Being, but is wholly with- 
out any cauſe. 

A Fountain of created Water, as 
it was faid, 1s not from other Water, 
yet 1s derived from another cauſe ; 
the uncreated Fountain of Being, 
hath nothing before him, depends on 
nothing, needeth nothing, nothing 
can hurt him, but all depend on 
him, and he can extinguiſh all crea- 
tcd things with one wink of his 
Eye, as faith the moſt valiant Macca- | 
bers. | 

Admire, O my Soul, this Eminence, 
this Beginning without Beginning, 
this Cauſe without a Cauſe, this infi- 
nite, illimited, immenſe, and abſb- | 
Jutely neceſſary Being, in compariſon | 
of whom all other Beings are meer 
Contingencies; and it may be Truth 
it ſelf (pake of him when he ſaid, 
But one thing 7s neceſſary : therefore 
cleave to this One, and ſerve him 


only 
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only, and delight thy ſelf in the love 


and defire of: him alone, and in com-- 
pariſon of him deſpiſeall other things, 
at keaſt be little-ſollicitous about ma- 
ny things, . ſeeing but one thing 1s ne-- 
ceſſary, and that alone may be ſufh- 
cient both for thy ſelf and all others. 
But let this be thy only care, that 
thou mayeſt never fall from-his Grace, . 
and ſtudy always and . every-where. 
to. pleaſe him.

\ bs, from whence all things that live 
either in the-Karth, or the Heavens, 
do draw all their drops?
